This is a response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action 
dated August 1 1 , 2004. 

For clarity of the record, it should be noted that claims 1-14 (the invention of 
Group I) were canceled in the paper entitled "Request for Filing 
Continuation/Divisional Application Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .53(b)," filed on June 24, 
2003. Therefore, they need not be included in the requirement. 

This oversight appears to be harmless though, since Applicants are electing 
the invention of Group II (claims 15-19), drawn to sulfonate derivatives of 
dihydroxybutane. The election is made with traverse. 

MPEP § 803 states that an application may be properly restricted to one or 
more claimed inventions only if (1 ) the inventions are independent or distinct as 
claimed, and (2) there is a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not 
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required. Thus, even if appropriate reasons exist for requiring restriction, such a 
requirement should not be made unless there is an undue burden on the Examiner 
to examine all the claims in a single application. Here, it would appear that the 
searches involved for the claims would be coextensive. As such, it is not believed to 
be a serious burden on the Examiner to examine all the claims. 

Accordingly, for at least all of the reasons set forth above, withdrawal of the 
requirement for restriction is requested. 

From the foregoing, further and favorable action in the form of a Notice of 
Allowance is believed to be next in order, and such action is earnestly solicited.
